Tlic  new  Joint  DepaiTinent  of  the  Hoard  of  Trade  and  t)je  Foreign  Office, 
whose  formation  was  annoiiTiced  in  the  recent  Wiiite  Paper  on  the  Future 
Oritanisation  of  Commer<  iaI  Intelligence,  lias  now  been  constitnt-d. 

'I’he  new  Department  will  he  known  as  the  Dep.artinent  of  Overseas  Trade 
(Development  and  Intelligencet.  It  will  be  represented  in  Parliament  by 
Sir  Arthur  Steel- Maitland,  M.P..  who  will  occup3’  the  position  both  of 
Additional  Under- Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  also  of 
Additional  Parliamentiiy  Secretary  at  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  will  comprise  the  exi.stitig  Denartment  of  Commercial  Inrelligence  of 
the  Board  ot  'I’rade.  including  the  management  of  the  British  Industries 
Fairs;  the  War  Trade  Intelligence  Depa'tinent ;  the  section  of  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department*  of  the  Foreign  ()ffiee  dealing  with  Form  K  and  with 
other  matters  relating  to  the  promotion  of  tnde  abroad;  and  certain 
functions  now  performed  at  the  Foreign  Office  in  connection  with  commercial 
intelligence  and  with  the  Commercial  .Attache  and  Consular  Services.  Sir 
William  Clark,  K.C..S  1.,  C.M.G.,  has  been  appointed  Comptroller-General  of 
the  new  Department,  and  Mr.  F.  G.  A.  Butler.  C.B..  C.M.G.,  formerly  of  the 
Colonial  Office,  has  been  apfiointed  Director  of  the  Overseas  Division.

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Lyons  (Mr.  K.  R.  E.  Vicars)  writes,  under  date  8th 
December,  that  it  is  stated  that  after  the  war  there  will 
be  an  important  opening  in  L^'ons  for  trade  in  the 
following  goods : — Metal  and  earUienware  table  services 
for  hotels  and  restaurants;  bathroom,  Incatory  and 
water-closet  fittings  for  hotels,  cafes  awl  private  houses ; 
machinery  for  making  shod  ty  cloth,  and  hosiery  and  cotton  goods ;  and 
machinery  for  silk  spinning,  with  labour-saving  devices,  such  as  automatic 
spindles  (“bohincs  d  changement  autoinatique  The  silk  spinning  machinery 
is  at  present  supplied  almost  entirely  by  Swiss  firms,  who  make  looms  which 
are  adapted  espejiall}'  for  Lyons,  and  which  are  different  to  the  looms  insed 
el.sewhere.  The  success  of  the  Swiss  makers  is  ascribed  to  the  fa<'t  that 
their  designers  study  conditions  on  the  spot.  (D.C.I.  -“>8.748.) 


MOROCCO  (French  Zone). 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Casablanca  (Mr.  H  W.  Rabino)  has  furnished 
the  following  notes  relative  to  openings  for  trade  in  the  French  Zone  in 
Morocco,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  British  manufacturers. and  exporters. 
While  it  may  not  be  [lossible  to  do  business  at  present  in  view  of  existing 
restrictions,  the  information  is  given  in  order  that  firms  may  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  post-war  trade  : — 

liuilding  material  is  a  branch  of  business  in  Morocco  in  which  there  are 
great  possibilities,  as,  apart  from  a  few  of  the  coast 
Buildiug  Material,  ports  at  which  building  was  being  carried  on  very 
extensively  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  Morocco 
is  in  an  undeveloped  state.  With  the  advent  of  railways  and  motor  trans¬ 
port,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  larger  towns  such  as  Fez.  Marrakesh 
(Morocco  Oicyf  and  Mequinez  in  the  interior  will  be  developed  to  the  sarae 
extent,  comparativel}’^  speaking,  as  Casablanca  and  Tangier. 

At  one  time  the  bulk  of  the  trade  in  esment  was  in  United  Kingdom  hands, 
and  large  stocks  were  accumulated  to  keep  the  market 
Cement.  supplied.  In  recent  years,  however,  owing  to  the  rise 

of  keen  French  and  Belgian  competition.  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  have  been  able  to  secure  only  a  small  share  of  the 
total  imports  of  this  class  of  goods  into  Morocco. 

British  cement  is  recognised  as  being  far  superior  in  quality,  but  prices — 
the  first  consideration  in  .Morocco — cannot  compete  w’ith  those  quoted  for 
other  mikes.  Business  will  become  more  difficult  than  hitherto  now  that  a 
large  cement  factory  has  been  established  in  0  isablanca.  Nevertheless,  the 
present  and  prospective  demands  for  this  necessary  article  are  such  as  would 
fully  justify  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  in  making  special  efforts  to 
obtain  a  larger  share  of  its  importation  into  .Morocco.  The  fact  that  British 
cement  is  always  preferred  for  certain  classes  of  work  is  a  further  argument 
in  favour  of  their  doing  so. 

Cheaj)  labour  and  the  advantage  gained  by  the  production  of  the  raw 
materials  on  the  spot  are  important  factors  in  the  competition  of  locally 
made  cement  at  Casablanca.  This,  however,  does  not  yet  apply  to  the  other 
Moroccan  ports,  because  the  cost  of  packing  and  transport  of  cement  to 
these  ports  tends  to  equalise  the  conditions  as  betwejn  imported  cement  and 
that  manufactured  in  Casablanca. 
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MOROCCO  (French  Zone)—  continued. 

It  is  said  tliat  the  best  Hritisli  cement  would  he  altogether  too  good  for 
Morocco,  hut  that  the  second  and  third  qualities  should  find  a  good  market. 
Cement  intended  for  the  interior  of  Moivk-co  should  lie  put  up  in  barrels, 
unless  the  contrary  is  expressly  stipulated  in  the  onler.  Cement  is  usually 
imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  into  Ca«ahlanca  in  barrels  of  180  kilogs. 
gross;  while  southern  ports  take  barrels  of  100  to  120  kilogs.  gross.  The 
usual  terms  of  sale  are  cash  against  documents. 


The  greater  part  of  public  and  private  constructional  work  entailing  a  demand 
p  .  ,  ,  for  conlruc'ors’ .supplies  will  uniiouhtcdly  he  executed  by 

“  ..  French  contractors,  who  are  favoured  thro  igh  having 

their  own  sources  of  supply.  Conserpiently,  no  great 
opening  can  he  auticipareii  in  this  direction  for  firms  of  other  nationality. 

On  the  other  hand,  such  items  of  contnvctors’  ecpiipment  as  sp  des, 
shnveU,  pick-ares,  pumps,  winches,  efc.,  already  have  a  market  with  the  natives. 
These  goods  have  been  imported  on  a  very  large  scale  into  Morocco  by 
United  Kingdom  firms,  both  on  order  for  native  clients  and  as  stock  for 
retail  sale.  Stock  so  hehl  has  occasionally  been  bought  up  by  French  con- 
traefors,  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  encouraging  prospects  are  not 
wanting  in  this  line  of  business. 


It  is  possible  that  no  pavinq  material  will  be  imported  into  Morocco  for 
some  time  to  come,  if  ever,  since  the  natural  resources 
Paving  Material,  of  the  counti^’  may  prove  sufficient.  But  it  may  he 
pointed  out  in  'his  connection  that  the  material  avail¬ 
able  is  very  inferior,  in  proof  of  which  the  bad  state  of  the  roads  a  few 
months  after  their  completion  or  repair  is  instanced.  The  stone  as  yet 
available  is.  in  fa'd.  too  soft  to.be  suitable  for  roati-making. 

Tar-macadam  has  not  yet  been  introduced  in  any  of  th“  Moroccan  muni¬ 
cipal  paving  schemes,  but.  should  the  authorities  eventually  decide  to  adopt 
it,  there  would  be  a  good  opening  for  road  tar,  both  artificial  and  natural. 

Concrete  pavements  are  already  in  use,  thus  increasing  the  demand  for 
cement. 


It  should  be  noted  that  the  use  of  bitnin^n  in  making  Hat  roofs  has  not  yet 
l»een  adopted  in  Morocco,  although  this  tnethol  prac- 
Roofing  Materials,  tically  ensures  a  water-tight  covering.  The  spread  of 
European  habits  should  provhle  an  opening  in  course 
of  time  for  materials  employed  in  this  method  of  roofing. 


As  in  the  case  of  contractors’  supplies,  the  European  demand  for  sanitary 
’f  fft  appliances  in  French  Morocco  will  always  be  met  to  a 

smnitatl  n  large  extent  by  French  firms  and  contractors  who 
supplies  already  keep  stocks.  The  majority  of  the  natives  still, 

use  untrapped  pipes,  but  it  is  cpiite  certadi  that  before  long  the  adootioa  of 
sanitary  slabs  suitable  for  oriental  u.se.  of  the  kind  manufactured  by  almost 
every  sanitary  engineering  firm  in  the  United  Kingdom,  will  become  more  or 
less  comonlsory.  'I'his  article,  theref  ire.  is  worth  the  serious  attention  of 
United  Kingdom  manufacturers.  It  is  desirable  that  stocks  of  these  goods 
should  be  held  for  sale  against  those  possessed  by  competitors. 


The  demand  for  umll  paper  is  unlikely  to  increase  among  the  native  popu¬ 
lation  and.  in  comparison  with  the  various  di-tempers 
Wall  Paper.  and  fiaints  now  available,  it  can  scarcely  he  recom¬ 
mended.  On  the  other  hand,  the  inevitable  increase 
in  the  European  population,  as  time  goes  on.  cannot  fail  to  create  a  growing 
demand.  Mr.  Rabino  considers  that  sample  books  of  patterns  would 
probably  assist  in  securing  moderate  business;  there  is  amtile  room  for 
development.  Distemper  has  already  been  introduced  into  Morocco,  but  is 
chiefly  purchased  in  small  quantities  at  present  by  way  of  speculation  and 
does  not  yet  command  an  extensive  market. 
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MOROCCO  (French  Zone)— 

Swedish  and  American  pitch-pine  i'orniel  the  principal  class  of  tinihef 
imported  into  Morocco  before  the  war.  'I'he  imports 
Timber.  were  on  a  very  larjie  scale,  and  recpiireinents  are  likely 

to  increase  A’cai*  by  year.  Timber  has  always  been  a 
pr.jfitah’e  and  important  article  of  trade  in  French  Morocco,  and  United 
Kingdom  firms  have  hitherto  catered  for  the  market  and  maintained  the 
necessary  stocks.  (D.C.I.  57,039.)

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Firms  inscribed  on  the  Register  may  indicate  the  particular  lines  of  trade 
to  which  the  information  to  be  sent  to  them  should  relate,  and  a  classified 
list  of  subjects  is  sent  to  all  applicants  for  registration  with  this  object. 
During  1916,  676  separate  circulars  were  issued  (to  tue  number  of  128,662 
copies)  to  firms  on  the  Special  Register  interested  in  the  particular  branches 
of  trade  to  which  the  circulars  related. 

A  small  charge  is  made  for  the  service,  which  includes  the  regular  supply 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 

The  “Journal”  itself  contains  information  as  to  openings  for  British 
trade  abroad  and  as  to  other  matters  of  interest  to  British  traders  generally. 
Information  published  in  it  is  not  repeated  by  circular  to  firms  whose  names 
are  on  the  Special  Register;  the  confidential  information  communicated  to 
the  latter  is  confined  to  matters  which,  at  the  time,  have  not  been  published 
in  the  “  Journal,”  or  are  not  intended  to  be  published  at  all.

Forthcoming  Conference. 

The  Director  of  the  War  'I’rade  Department  notifies  that  the  next  Con¬ 
ference  to  consider  question.^  affecting  the  export  of  wc>ol  will  be  held  at  the 
War  Trade  Department,  4,  Central  Buildings,  Westminster,  London,  S.W.  1, 
on  8th  January,  at  lO.oO  a  m.,  and  that  admission  will  be  exclusively  by 
ticket. 

Applications  for  tickets  to  attend  the  Conference  should  be  made  by  letter, 
marked  “  Wool  Conference,”  addressed  to  the  Secretary  (Wool  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee),  War  Tr.'>de  Dep  rtment,  ax  above,  and  should  Ije  in  his  posse-ssion 
not  later  than  Ist  January.  Applications  can  only  be  considered  if  made 
by  an  official  of  a  Chamber  of  Commerce,  or  similar  organisation  interested, 
who  should  state  the  name  of  the  repre.sentative  authorised  to  attend  on 
behalf  of  the  organisation. 

The  Secretary  should  be  notified  at  an  early  date  of  any  matters  which  it 
is  desired  to  bring  up  for  discussion,  in  order  that,  if  approved,  they  may  be 
added  to  the  agenda. 
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EXPORT  LICENCES  FOR  TIMBER.

Department,  on  the  usual  form  for  an  export  licence,  before  cutting  up  or 
in  any  way  preparing  the  wood  for  exf)ort.

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  44D  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ’’  of 
0th  irieptember  relative  to  the  suspension  of  the  prohibition  on  imports  of 
butter,  the  Board  of  Trade  notify  that,  at  the  request  of  the  Fond  (Controller, 
they  have  revoked  the  general  licen  -e  for  imports  of  that  commodity. 

Consignments  en  route  to  importers  in  this  country  on  or  before  13th 
Deccmlier  may,  however,  be  imported  without  special  licences  from  the 
Department  of  Import  Restrictions. 
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REQUISITIONS  FOR  COAL. 

The  Controller  of  Coal  Mines  desires  to  point  out  that  the  recent  otlicial 
annonncement  (see  p.  462  of  the  “  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  29th  November) 
requiring  coal  consumers  to  send  in  their  re<^uisition8  l>efore  ol.st  December, 
only  related  to  the  Metropolitan  Police  Area  and  certain  adjoining  districts 
which  are  subject  to  the  Household  Coal  Distribution  Order,  1917.  The 
notice  does  not  in  any  way  affect  consumers  in  other  di.stricts.  For  the 
present,  requisitions  under  the  above  tlrder  are  not  required  outside  the 
districts  mentioned. 


SUPPLIES  OF  COKE. 

Household  Coal  Distribution  Order,  1917:  Metropolitan  Coal  Area. 

The  Boanl  of  Trade  desire  to  point  out  that  there  are  at  the  present  time 
ampltf  supplies  of  coke  at  gas  works  in  the  Metropolitan  coal  area.  Con¬ 
sumers  are  therefore  requested  to  take  advantage  of  the  position  to  complete 
their  stocks  of  coke  under  their  requisitions  bj’^  placing  immediate  orders  for 
their  requirements. 

As  facilities  for  carting  are  likely  to  be  restricted  in  the  near  future, 
consumers  should  take  the  present  opportunity  to  lay  in  coke  sui)plie3. 


RAILWAY  TRAVELLING. 

The  Board  of  Trade  desire  to  repeat  the  warning  which  they  gave  to  the 
geiieral  public  last  year  as  to  the  necessity  of  avoiding  all  travelling  by  train 
at  t'hristmas  time.  No  journey  which  is  not  one  of  real  urgency  should  be 
undertaken,  ami  the  public  arc  warned  that  the  passenger  train  services 
during  the  Christmas  holidays  will  again  be  greatly  reduced  in  comparison 
with  previous  years,  and  that  the  Railway  Companies  cannot  undeitake  to 
convey  pas.«engers  to  any  particular  destination. 

Soldiers  on  leave-from  the  front  will  be  given  a  preference  over  other 
passengers. 


CONTROL  OF  STEEL  SUPPLIES. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  made  an  Order,  dated  14tli  December, 
extending  the  provisions  of  the  Order  made  on  20th  Noveinlter,  1910,  a.s 
to  the  control  of  certain  classes  of  steel  (see  notice  on  pp.  574-6  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  23rd  Novemlter,  1916>,  to  steel  in  shell 
discard  quality  and  steel  imnle  by  electrical  process,  and  amending  the 
previous  Order  as  indicated  below  : — 

As  from  I4th  December  the  Order  of  the  2Mth  Novemltei',  1916,  will 
operate  and  take  effect  as  if  the  following  were  omitted  therefiom  : — («)  the 
words  “other  than  shell  discard  quality  “  in  clause  I ;  (b)  the  words  “other 
than  shell  discard  quality”  in  clause  7;  (c)  the  words  “except  those  in  shell 
discard  rpiality  which  may  be  rolled  for  all  classes  ”  in  clause  9  ;  (d)  clau.ses 
11  and  12;  and  (e)  the  words  “except  in  shell  discard  quality  ”  in  clause  15; 
and  as  if  the  follow  ing  were  inserted  then  in  ; — (a)  the  words  “  or  electrical  ” 
immediately  after  the  word  “  Bessemer  ”  in  clainse  1  ;  and  (b)  the  words 
“and  steel  made  by  electrical  process”  immediatedy  after  the  words 
“  Bessemer  steel  ”  in  clause  IH.

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  made  an  Order,  dated  15th  December, 
ordering  that  the  “War  Material  ’  to  which  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regula¬ 
tion  30a  apfilies  shall,  on  and  after  the  1st  October,  1917,  include ;  'I'apcinder, 
mill  cinder.  Hue  cinder,  and  scale,  produced  during  the  manufacture  or 
mechanical  treatment  of  iron  or  steel. 
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HshTRU Tin.vs  ox  Tkadixo  in  “War  Material" — continued. 

Notice  of  General  Permit  for  Dealings  in  Tap  Cinder,  Mill  Cinder, 
Flue  Cinder,  and  Scale. 

With  reference  to  the  above  Order,  the  Mini'^tor  of  Munitions  has  given 
notice  that,  a.s  from  1st  October,  1917,  he  permits  all  persons  until  further 
notice : —

shall  not  apjily  to  a  sale,  purchase,  or  deliver^’  under  a  special  jiermit 
granted  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions. 

Upon  any  sale,  purcha'e,  or  delivery  of  any  war  material  referred  to  in 
the  above  mentioned  Order  the  persons  selling  and  purchasing  or  delivering

No  sale  of  flax  seed  for  .sowing  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for 
Ireland,  l)e  made  by  a  wholesale  dealer  to  a  wholesale  dealer,  by  a  retail 
dealer  to  a  retail  dealer,  or  by  a  farmer  to  a  retail  or  wholesale  dealer.

No  per.son  sliall,  without  a}>ermit  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Department 
of  Af^riculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland,  make  or  take  delivery 
of  ail}’  llax  seed  for  sowing  for  shipment  from  Ireland. 

No  wholesale  dealer  shall  sell  or  deliver  any  Max  seed  for  sowing  to  a 
retail  dealer  at  a  price  exceeding  the  actual  cost  price  of  such  seeil  to  the 
said  wholesale  dealer  by  more  than  7s.  bd.  per  l)ag  of  182  lb.,  together  wiDh 
the  actual  cost  of  transport,  and  an  allowance  in  respect  of  such  actual  and 
necessary  charges  as  m  ly  be  approved  by  or  on  Ijehalf  of  the  Department, 
provided  that  no  allowance  shall  be  made  in  respect  of  commission  fiaid  or 
pa3  able  to  agents  in  Ireland. 

No  retail  dealer  shall  sell  or  deliver  an}’  llax  seed  for  sowing  to  a  farmer 
at  a  price  exceeding  the  actual  cost  price  of  such  seed  to  the  said  retail 
dealer  by  more  than  10s.  per  bag  of  l82  lb. 

Every  retail  dealer  shall,  so  long  as  he  shall  have  any  flax  seed  for  sowing 
on  sale,  display  prominently  at  the  shop  or  other  place  of  sale  a  statement  or 
statements  showing  the  prices  at  which  he  is  selling  such  flax  seed  at  such 
shop  or  place,  and  when  he  is  selling  different  lots  of  flax  seed  for  sowing  at 
different  prices  the  statement  or  statements  shall  be  in  such  form  or  shall  be 
so  displayed  as  to  show  clearly  which  are  the  prices  for  each  lot. 

All  persons  engaged  in  any  of  the  transactions  herein  referred  to  shall 
furnish  such  particulars  as  to  their  business  as  may  be  required  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  Department  for  Ireland,  verified  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Department. 

In  this  Order  the  expression  ‘‘  Hax  seed  for  sowing  ”  shall  mean  such  flax 
seed  now  or  hereafter  situated  in  or  in  course  of  transit  to  Ireland,  and  shall 
include  all  such  seed  capable  of  lieiug  sown  for  fibre,  and  the  expressions 
“  wholesale  dealer,”  “  retail  dealer,”  and  ”  farmer  ”  shall  mean  any  person 
carrying  on  business  in  Ireland  as  a  wholesale  dealer,  retail  dealer,  or  farmer, 
as  the  case  may  be. 


FELLMONGERS  (IRELAND)  ORDER.  1917. 

An  Order  made  by  the  Army  Council  on  T2th  December  is  to  the  effect 
that  after  81st  December  no  person  miy  fellmonger  the  skins  of  sheep  or 
lambs  slaughtere*!  in  Ireland,  e.xcept  under  a  permit  granted  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials. 


THE  STRAP  BUTTS  (CONDITIONS  OF  SALE)  ORDER,  1917. 

An  Army  Council  Order,  dated  llth  December,  which  will  take  effect  as 
from  1st  January,  1918,  has  been  issued  controlling  the  profits  of  leather 
belting  manufacturers,  and  also  those  of  tanners  and  curriers  producing 
leather  for  belting. 

The  Order  provides  that  all  persons  dealing  in  rough  or  curried  strap  butts 
shall  obtain  guarantees  that  the  leather  will  be  used  solely  for  (Jovernment 
orders  or  for  the  manufacture  of  behang  or  mechanical  lea'  hers. 

Factors  or  merchants  selling  strap  butts,  whether  in  the  rough  or  dressed, 
must,  do  so  at  the  producers’  regulated. price.s.

NOTICE  TO  SELLERS  OF  CATTLE  AND  HORSE  FOODS. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  desire  to  draw  attention  to  the 
danger  of  using  as  food  for  horses  or  cattle  any  foods  or  mixtures  con¬ 
taining  poisonous  seeds,  such  as  castor  seed,  Rangoon  l>ean,  lathyrus,  etc. 
Seeds  that  have  been  removed  from  those  required  for  crushing  in  oil  mills

arc  sometimes  sold  for  use  in  the  composition  of  feeding  stuffs,  but  in  order 
to  avoid  the  risk  of  poisoning  stock  it  is  necessary  that  all  grains  of  unusual 
appearance,  especidll}’  foreign  grains,  should  be  submitted  to  f|ualitied 
experts  for  identification  before  being  used  for  this  purpose.  It  should  be 
l)orne  in  mind  that  a  seller  of  a  feeding  stuff  whicli  contains  deleterious 
ingredients  is  not  only  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  Fertilisers  and 
Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1906,  but  may  also  be  held  liable  for  injury  caused  to 
stock  by  the  use  of  sin.-h  foods. 


AIR  RAID  COMPENSATION. 

In  connection  with  the  new  Goverurnefit  scheme  of  compensation  for 
damage  by  aircraft  and  bombardment  it  is  imi»ortant  to  note  the  following 
points : — 

The  benefit  of  free  compensation  up  to  €o00  extends  to  persons  the  whole 
of  whose  property  in  the  United  Kingdom  does  not  exceed  £'5U(t  in  value, 
and  also  to])er.S'>ns  whose  property  exceeds  that  value,  provided  that  in  the 
latter  case  all  value  in  excess  of  £'.500  is  itisured  under  the  Government 
Insurance  Scheme.  Where  part  only  of  the  excess  value  is  so  insured  the 
free  compensation  is  proportionately  reduced.  The  scheme  does  not  apply  to 
j)ersons  the  whole  of  whose  property  exceeds  £500  in  value,  and  who  have 
not  insured  any  part  of  it  under  tlie  Government  Insurance  Scheme. 

The  term  “  property  ”  includes  not  only  buildings,  but  their  contents  and 
any  o'.her  kind  of  property  usually  insured  against  tire  under  an  ordinary 
tire  ])olicy.  It  does  not  include,  e.g.,  land,  money,  or  securities. 

The  scheme  takes  effect  in  respect  of  damage  done  on  or  after  1st  Sep¬ 
tember,  1917. 

In  no  circumstances  will  a  refund  of  premium  be  made  in  respect  of  any 
insurance  that  may  have  lieen  effected  with  the  Government.

MINISTRY  OF  FOOD  ORDERS  AND  ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

The  following  Orders  and  .\nnonncements  have  been  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  ; — 

Distribution  of  Imported  Bacon,  Hams,  and  Lard. 

The  Ministry  of  Food,  in  view  of  representations  made  to  them  by  certain 
sections  of  the  trade,  have  extended  the  time  allowed  to  retailers,  caterers, 
institutions,  and  manufacturers  under  the  scheine  for  the  distribution  of 
imported  bacon,  ham.«,  and  lard  from  I4th  to  22nd  December,  both  in  the 
case  of  registration  forms  and  forms  of  application  for  supplies.  In  the  case 
of  the  secondary  wholesaler,  forms  of  application  for  sufiplies  may  be  ?ent  to 
primary  wholesalers  up  to  27th  December.  The  remaining  dates  under  the 
scheme  are  unaltered. 

Under  the  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  imported  bacon,  haais  and  lard, 
retailers  must  not  apply  to  apfiointed  imporfer-  direct  for  sufiplies  in  excess 
of  the  amounts  obtained  by  them  direct  from  importers  in  l9lt).  Appointed 
importers  have  accordingly  been  instructed  to  refuse  applications  from 
retailers  in  excess  of  the  amounts  sold  liy  them  to  retailers  in  1916. 

A  special  [irovisbm  has  l>een  made  to  meet  the  case  of  retailers  who  bought 
Continental  bacon,  hams  and  lard  direct  from  Continental  importers  in  1916. 
Such  retailers  may  apply  to  appointed  imnorters  uinUr  the  scheme  for  an 
amount  of  North  Am''rican  bacon,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  Continental 
bacon  purchased  by  them  direct  from  importers  in  1915. 

The  attention  of  wholesalers  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  although  it  is  stated 
that  wholes  tiers  will  receive  ten  forms  Bacon  B5  on  which  to  apply  to 
appointed  importers,  it  is  not  intended  that  they  shall  lie  limited  to  that 
number.  Wholesalers  who  were  in  the  habit  of  dealing  with  more  than  ten 
importers  will  be  able  to  receive  as  many  forms  as  they  require  for  the 
normal  course  of  their  business.

The  Meat  (Restriction  of  Retail  Sales)  Order,  1917 

The  Order  entitled  as  alwve,  which  is  dated  11th  December,  limits  the 
amount  of  meat  which  may  be  sold  h}*  any  retail  butcher  in  the  four  weeks 
beginninej  17th  December,  and  enling  on  13th  .January,  1918.  to  the  amount 
sold  by  him  during  the  four  weeks  ending  27th  Oct(jl)er,  1917.  The  Food 
Committees  have,  however,  power  where  exceptional  circumstances  exist  to 
authorise  the  butcher  to  sell  a  further  quantity  of  meat,  provided  that  the 
total  amount  sold  in  the  area  of  the  Committee  in  the  four  weeks  ending 
13th  .January,  1D17.  does  not  exceed  the  quantity  sold  in  the  October  period. 

,  Live  Stock  (Restriction  of  Slaughter)  Order,  1917.  \ 

/  Idle  e.vcessive  slaughter  of  calves  has  of  late  given  great  concem  both  to 
/the  Food  Controller  and  the  Hoard  of  Agriculture,  since  such  slaughter 
must  seriously  affect  the  future  meat  supplies  of  the  country'.  Accordingly 
the  Live  Stock  (Restriction  of  Slaughter)  Order  was  made  on  14th  Decem¬ 
ber.  forbidding,  with  certain  excejitions.  the  slaughter  of  heifer  calves  after 
1st  .January.  1918,  and  of  male  calves  after  loth  .March,  1918. 

After  1st  January,  1918,  no  home-killed  veal  can  be  sold  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  except  for  the  purpose  of  making,  or  as  an  ingredient  in,  sausages, 
meat  pies,  or  similar  articles.  The  veal  so  used  will,  of  course,  be  obtained 
only  from  calves  allowed  b}'  the  Food  Controller  to  b"’  slaughtered,  or  from 
calves  otherwise  excepted  from  the  Order. 

The  Order  also  prohihits  the  sale  of  lamb  (other  than  imported  lamb) 
between  1st  February,  1918,  and  Loth  June,  1918;  aud  the  slaughter  of 
in-pig  sows,  in-lamb  ewes  in-calf  cows  or  in-calf  heifer.'  after  Lbth  Decem- 
l>er.  1917.  This  Order  does  not  apply  to  Ireland. 

Pigs  Maximum  Prices)  Order. 

'ieneral  Licence  for  Certain  Sales  and  Purchases. — A  General  Licence  has 
been  i.«sucd  excepting  from  the  operation  of  the  Rigs  (Maximum  Prices) 
Order  the  sales  and  purchases  of  breeding  sows  and  small  pigs  weighing 
at  the  time  of  sale  less  than  30  lb.  live  weight  which  are  liought  for  store 
purposes.  This  IJcence  came  into  operation  on  lOth  Decembir,  1917. 

Advisory  Committee  on  Rabbits  and  Game. 

The  Food  Controller  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  advise  the  Ministry  of 
Food  as  to  the  best  metleals  of  increasing  the  food  supplies  of  the  country 
by  making  available  for  home  consumption  a  larger  supply  of  home-killed 
rabbits,  hares,  game,  wild  fowl  and  pigeons,  aud  to  recommend  such 
measure.s  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  required  to  effect  this 
object  and  to  control  prices  and  distribution

The  Food  Controller  has  authorised  a  sum  not  excet.-dmg  10s.  per  ton,  in 
lien  of  r>s.  per  ton,  to  be*  charged  for  non-returnable  bags  on  sales  of  pfjtatoes 
to  bo  consigned  from  Ireland  to  a  de.stination  outside  Ireland. 

Milk  not  to  be  used  in  Manufacturing  Chocolate. 

An  Order,  dated  L'ilh  December,  has  been  issued  forbidding  the  use  in 
the  manufacture  of  chocolate,  of  milk,  condensed  milk,  milk  powder,  dried 
milk,  or  aiij'  other  milk  ])re))aration,  after  17th  DcceiniKer. 
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Mi.NiSTUv  01'  B'oou  Okdkus  .vxd  Ax.xui  X(  kmksts — continued. 

TIil*  terms  of  the  Urilei'  provide  tliat  any  milk  powder,  ojiide  ised  milk, 
dried  milk,  or  any  other  milk  preparation  which  the  maunf*tcturer  has  in 
stock  at  the  close  ot'  hn.siuess  on  loth  Uccember.  or  which  is  in  actual  transit 
to  him  on  that  date  may  be  used  and  that  any  liquid  milk  (hdivercd  to  him 
before  2 1th  Uecember  may  also  l^e  used. 

Contracts  which  manufacturers  have  entered  into  foi-  tin'  purchase  of 
milk  may  be  cancelled,  determined,  or  modified. 

Machinery  Required  for  Oat  Hulling  or  Manufacture  of  Oatmeal. 

The  Food  Controller  is  anxious  to  ascertain  the  quantitv  of  machinery  in 
the  country,  not  at  present  in  use,  which  mif»ht  be  utilised  for  oat  hulling  or 
oatmeal  manufacture. 

Owners  of  such  machinery  are  therefore  requested  to  notify  tlie  Ministry 
of  Food  at  onc'e,  stating —

TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 


CANADA.  (Ontario). — The  Imperial  Trade  (Jorrespondent  at  d'orouto 
(Mr.  F.  \V^  Field)  writes,  under  date  dlst  October,  that  industrial  and 
agricultural  activitie.s  are  being  maintained  in  Ontario  at  a  high  level.  This 
is  reflected  in  a  marked  shortage  of  both  skilled  and  unskilled  lalsjur,  in 
.satisfactory  business  conditions  generally,  and  in  relatively  few  commercial 
failures.  The  position  is  almost  entirely  due  to  large  agricultural  pi’oduc- 
tion  and  the  receipt  of  substantial  war  orders  at  high  prices  for  farm  and 
factory  [)roducts.  War  orders  undoubtedly  constitute  the  backbone  of 
the  activities  and  prosperity  of  Ontario  at  the  present  time. 

Prtdiminary  figures  which  .Mr.  Field  has  gathered,  chiefly  from  official 
sources,  in  respect  to  war  orders  indicate  that  since  the  war  commenced 
orders  for  munitions  and  general  war  supplies  ])laced  in  Canada  to  date  have 
amounted  to  approximately  l.r,(X).0(X',000  dols.  'I’he  Province  of  Ontario  has 
obtained  a  substantial  share  of  these  orders. 

Another  indication  of  generally  prosperous  conditions  is  found  in  the 
late.st  statement  (.'September)  of  the  chartered  banks  to  the  Government. 
The  total  deposits  at  the  end  of  that  month  exceeded  1,  t20.i)fl0,(XX)  dols  ,  of 
which  savings  de|)oaifs  accounted  for  flfl8,tki<1.000  dols.  Current  loans  in 
Canada  totalled  8r>.^>,0(X\«X>0  dols.,  an  increase  of  over  lbO,< Mk >,0')0  dols.  during 
the  year. 

As  a  result  ot  the  above-mentioned  conditions,  trade,  both  wholesale  and 
lehiil,  has  been  active.  Heretofore,  purchasing  has  been  largely  confined  to 
staple  goods  and  necessities,  but,  with  the  rapid  accumuhition  of  funds 
during  the  past  two  3'ears,  there  has  l)een  increased  f)uying  of  what  ma^' 
be  termed  luxuries.  T'his  has  occurred  in  spite  of  a  national  campaign  to 
induce  thrift  and  economy.  Savings  have  increased  and  the  investment 
power  of  the  country  has  become  considerably  stronger,  and  it  is  apparent 
that  greater  achievements  are  possible. 

Ontario’s  business  comlitions  are  also  favourably’  atfeete<l  by  improved 
conditions  in  Western  Canada,  due  to  satisfactory  crops  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces,  the  lirpjidation  of  accounts,  and  the  activity  in  the  mine.s  and 
lumber  camps  of  British  Columbia. 
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In  Ciinada  the  point  lias  been  reached  where  war  finance  i)ractically 
monopolises  the  money  market,  and  the  Provincial  Governments,  munici¬ 
palities.  and  other  borrowers  have  conserpiently  l)een  prevented  from  raisins; 
funds  for  public  works,  etc.  The  result  has  been  a  suspension  of  such 
enterprises,  excepting  those  of  the  most  urgent  character.  (l).C.I.  57.670.)

CHILE. — H.M.  Legation  at  ;?antiago  writes  that  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  numerous  new  industries  have  been  established  in  Chile,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  procuiing  what  is  required  from  Europe,  and  local  factories 
are  now  producing  tailoring  cloths,  stockings,  silks,  boots  and  shoes,  soap, 
glass,  ironware,  bedsteads,  and  furniture.  The  quality  of  these  articles  is 
gradually  improving,  and  at  their  lower  prices  will  enter  seriously  into 
competition  with  imported  goods. 

A  branch  of  business  which  has  remained  in  German  hands  is  that  in  drugs 
and  chemicals.  It  has  been  suggested  to  local  firms  that  they  should  enter 
this  field,  hut  the  main  stumbling  block  is  the  shortage  of  expert  chemists. 
The  business  in  drugs  and  chemicals  is  stated  to  be  a  lucrative  one. 

Valparaiso  is  the  port  through  which  Santiago  draws  all  imported  require¬ 
ments,  and  the  British  and  foreign  hoiuses  established  at  the  port  have  their 
distributing  branches  in  the  capital. 

Owing  to  the  war  the  volume  of  im|)orts  from  the  United  Kingdom  has 
decreased.  The  United  States  has  not  been  slow  to  take  advantage  of  this 
situation,  and  in  certain  lines,  such  as  motor  cars,  hardware,  and  machinery, 
has  done  and  is  still  doing  a  large  trade. 

The  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  recently  founded  in  Valparaiso  will  be 
of  increasing  assistance  to  British  firms.  (D.C. I.  56,051.)

CHINA  (Hangchow). — H.M.  Consul  at  Hangchow  (Mr.  H.  H.  Bristow) 
has  furnished  the  following  notes  on  activities  in  his  Consular  district 

A  new  commercial  bank  is  about  to  be  opened  at  Hangchow. 

On  lUth  .Till}’  a  steam  launch  company  commenced  to  trade  between  Kung- 
chenchiao  and  Huchow. 

\  scheme  for  waterworks  at  Hangchow  has  been  sanctioned. 

With  regard  to  this  y'ear’s  crops,  there  has  been  a  good  yield  of  tobacco  in 
East  Chekiang.  Hire  crops  are  good,  liest  rice  selling  at  6  dols.  and 
inferior  at  4  dols.  per  picul  (13-‘1J  lb.).  In  Kashing,  unfortunately,  the  crop 
was  blighted.  Uolion  was  an  80  yx>r  cent,  crop,  and  considerable  purchases 
have  been  made  for  the  local  mills  at  a  price  which  was  lower  than  that 
which  prevailed  in  1916.  Of  about  140,000  half-chests  of  feu  sent  to  iShanghai 
only  40  per  cent,  were  sold  for  ex])ort.  (D.C.l.  57,319.)

VENEZUELA. — H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Caracas  (Mr.  T.  Ifor  liees)  writes, 
under  date  26th  October,  that  until  the  French  Government  placed  restric¬ 
tions  on  the  importation  of  coffee  and  cocoa  into  France,  conditions  were 
very  satisfactory  in  Venezuela,  respite  the  scarcity  of  tonnage. 

Credit  facilities. — 'I'he  establishment  of  branches  of  the  Ro^al  Bank  of 
Canada  in  four  ot  the  firincipal  towns  of  the  Republic  has  enabled  merchants  to 
obtain  extensive  credit  facilities,  not  only  from  the  Royal  Bank  itself,  but  also 
from  the  native  banks.  The  opening  of  branches  of  the  Royal  Bank  has  al.so 
result*  d  in  the  exchange  situation  being  corrected,  importers  now  purchasing 
drafts  from  the  banks  instead  of  from  exporters.  Previously,  when  the  native 
banks  were  the  only  banks,  they  required  excessive  securities  for  loans,  and 
in  their  exchange  operations  followed  no  system  whatever.  At  one  time 
there  was  a  diftVrei-ce  of  as  much  as  4  per  emit.  Iretween  the  buying  and  the 
selling  rates  lor  diafts — a  state  of  affairs  detrimental  to  the  banks’  own 
interests,  as  it  led  to  exporters  retailing  their  drafts  to  importers  at  better 
rates  than  they  could  sell  to  the  banks,  and  at  better  rates  than  the  importers 
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could  buy  from  tbe  banks.  Witli  the  recent  extension  of  credit  facilities 
this  unsatisfactory  condition  of  things  is  being  remedied. 

Interest  rates. — Since  the  opening  of  the  Royal  Bank  the  rate  ot 
interest  has  been  gradually  lowered,  and  the  current  rate  of  all  the  banks  at 
the  time  of  writing  was  9  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  commission  houses 
which  make  loans  to  proprietors  of  estates  generally  charge  from  10  per  cent, 
to  12  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Situation  in  Cufifee  and  cocoa  trades. — The  present  prospect  for  Venezuela, 
however,  is  rather  gloomy  as  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  dirticult  for  her 
to  ship  her  colfeo  and  cocoa,  on  the  successful  marketing  of  which  her  t>ro- 
sperity  depends.  The  French  market,  the  principal  one  for  Venezuelan  coffee 
in  pre-war  days,  is  practically  closed;  the  United  States,  whither  the  bulk  of 
her  produce  lias  gone  during  the  last  two  years,  is  now  over'tocknd;  the 
only  markets  open  are  those  of  Spain  and  Italy.  There  is  every  indication 
that  the  Spanish  market  will  vet-}’  soon  be  as  overstocked  as  that  of  the 
United  States,  while  the  demand  from  Italy  is  small,  and  communication  is 
irregular  and  infrecpient.  Taking  the  above  into  consideration,  and  also  the 
fact  that  the  new  coffee  crop  is  about  to  be  harvested,  while  large  stocks  of 
last  year’s  crop  are  still  un.sold,  it  would  certainly  apjiear  that  a  crisis  threatens 
Venezuela.  The  chief  sufferers,  of  course,  are  likely  to  be  the  proprietors  of 
coffee  and  cocoa  estates  who,  hitherto,  have  to  a  large  extent  depended  on 
commission  houses  for  advances  on  their  crops,  these  commission  houses 
will  neittier  be  able  to  dispose  of  the  crops,  nor  to  store  them  until  the 
re-opening  of  the  markets,  unle.ss  the  banks  come  to  their  assistance.  With 
such  assistance,  however,  the  crisis  could  lie  weathered.  He>ide.s  the  two 
native  banks,  the  Banco  de  A'enezuela  and  the  Banco  Caracas,  there  are 
three  foteigu  banks  already  established  in  Caracas,  namely,  the  Royal  Bank 
of  ('anada,  the  Cornmei’cial  Bank  of  Spanish  America,  ttnd  the  National  City 
Bank  of  New  York.  The  Mercantile  Bank  of  the  Americas  will  also  open  a 
branch  in  Caracas  very  soon. 

The  inability  to  export  is  Ijeginning  to  have  its  effect  on  imports. 
Importer.s  have  already  begun  to  cut  down  their  orders  and  will  doubtless 
reduce  them  to  a  minimum  during  the  next  six  months. 

The  annual  export  of  coffee  from  V’enezuela  is  ajiproximately  1.000,000 
bags  of  lOo  lb.  each  (5<X),000  from  .Maracaibo,  BOO.OOO  from  Puerto  Cabello, 
and  2(H»,0o0  from  La  Guaira).  About  2u0,ti00  bags  of  last  year’s  ciop  are 
still  l3ing  at  Maracaibo,  about  *>0,000  at  Puerto  Cabello,  and  about  20,tXK)  at 
La  Guaira. 

The  quantity'  of  cocoa  exported  amounts  approximately  to  300,000  bags 
annually'  (175,000  Irom  La  Guaira,  75  OUO  from  Cariipano,  and  50,000  from 
Puerto  Cabello  jind  Maracaibo).  Cocna,  unlike  coffee,  does  not  keep  well  in 
the  Venezuelan  climate,  and  its  immediate  shipment  is  a  matter  of  great 
importance. 

Trade  statistics. — According  to  the  official  trade  statistics  of  Venezuela 
for  the  six  months  ended  Slst  necember,  1916,  which  have  recently  been 
published,  the  total  value  of  imports  during  that  period  amounted  to 
£2,273,210  (including  specie,  £151,331),  the  principal  countries  of  supplj’ 
being  the  United  States,  £1,381,923  (including  sjiecie,  £151.331),  and  the 
United  Kingdom.  £498,371,  or  60  per  cent,  and  22  per  cent,  resfieciively  of 
the  total.  It  is  satisfactorj’  to  note  that,  despite  all  difficulties,  the  value  of 
imports  into  Venezuela  from  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  latter  half  of 
1916  exceeded  that  for  the  correspnnditig  period  of  1913  by  £78.5.59. 

The  value  of  exports  from  Venezuela  during  .July- December,  1916, 
amounted  to  £1,842.  627,  taken  priucipallj’  by  the  United  States,  £966,627 ; 
France,  £3 16,4.56 ;  Spain,  £164,714 ;  and  Italy,  £133,339. 

The  total  value  of  imports  into  Venezuela  during  the  twelve  months  of 
1916  amounted  to  £4.369,123  (including  sfiecio,  4;365..540),  of  which  £2,709,4.39 
(specie,  £36.5,.540)  came  from  the  United  States,  and  £922,615  from  the  United 
Kingdom.  (D.C.I.  -55,795.) 
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According  to  the  December  i.ssiie  of  the  “  babour  Gazette,*  employment 
continued  gootl  generally  in  .November.  'I’he  shipbuilding,  engineering 
and  metal  trades  especially  were  working  at  high  pressure,  with  much 
overtime,  but  in  the  cotton,  woollen  and  worsted  trailes  employment  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  affected  by  the  Orders  restricting  consumption. 

hJmployment  at  coal  mines  continued  good  in  most  districts;  it  was  very 
go<  d  at  iion  and  shale  mines,  and  goml  at  tin  mines.  Quarrying  operatioua 
were  hindered  b}’  weather  conditions,  but  employment  was  good  generally, 
except  at  slate  quarries  in  North  Wales,  and  in  building  stone  and  paving 
sett  quarries. 

Employment  In  the  pig  iron  industry  was  good;  at  iron  and  steel  works  it 
continued  very  good.  The  engineering  ami  shipbuilding  industries  were 
extremely  busy,  and  much  overtime  was  worked.  'I’here  was  a  further 
increase  in  the  number  of  tinplate  mills  in  o|)eration,  but  the  steel  sheet 
trade  showed  a  decline.  In  most  of  the  other  metal  trades  employment 
continued  good. 

In  the  cotton  trade  employment  continued  moderate  ;  from  19th  November 
spinners  of  American  cotton  were  further  re>^tricted  by  the  Cotton  Control 
Board  to  working  bO  per  cent,  of  their  machinery  (instead  of  70  per  cent.), 
except  under  special  licence.  In  the  woollen  and  worsted  trades,  employ¬ 
ment,  though  affected  by  restricted  working  hours,  continued  good.  In  the 
hosiery  tracles,  employment  was  very  good  on  the  whole;  it  was  good  in  the 
jute  and  textile  bleaching,  dyeing  and  finishing  trades.  In  the  linen  trade, 
employ  ment  was  good  in  Scotland  ;  in  Iieland  it  showed  an  improvement  as 
compared  with  October,  largely  owing  to  the  termination  of  the  Belfast 
tenters'  dispute  early'  in  the  mouth.  E  nploymsut  continued  fairly  good  in 
the  silk  and  carpet  trades  ;  in  the  lace  trade  it  was  very'  good  with  plain  net 
operatives,  fair  in  the  curtain  branch,  ami  bad  in  the  fancy  lace  section. 

Employment  continued  good  on  the  whole  in  the  leather  trades ;  in  the 
boot  and  shoe  trades  it  was  very  good.  In  ready-made  tailoring  employment 
continued  good ;  in  the  bespoke  branch  it  w<as  fair  on  the  whole.  Employ¬ 
ment  in  the  wholesale  mantle,  costume,  bIou.se,  shirt,  and  collar  and  corset 
trades  was  fairly  good ,  with  hatters  it  w’as  moderate  generally. 

Private  building  work  continued  slack,  but  Government  reipiirements 
kept  the  men  remaining  in  the  brick  and  building  trades  generally  well 
employed  ;  cement  workers  were  busy,  with  much  overtime.  In  the  furnish¬ 
ing  and  millsaw'iug  trades  employment  was  fairly  good;  with  coach  builders 
ami  coopers  it  continued  good  on  the  whole.  In  the  papey,  printing,  book¬ 
binding,  glass  and  pottery  trades  employment  continued  good.  In  the  food 
preparation  trades  employment  was  good  generally,  except  with  those 
branches  aftectetl  by  the  sugar  shortage. 

In  agriculture  most  districts  were  favoured  by  the  weather,  and  in  spite  of 
some  labour  shortage  good  progress  w  as  made. 

Employ  ment  with  dock  labourers  was  good  at  Liverpool,  only  moderate  at 
London,  and  bad  at  certain  East  Coast  ports  and  in  Ireland;  at  most  other 
poets  it  was  fair.  It  was  also  fair  with  tishermen.  The  sup|>ly  of  .\.B.’8and 
firemen  was  not  quite  equal  to  the  demand. 
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FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 
IN  NOVEMBER,  1917. 

I— GENERAL. 

The  trade  returns  for  November,  lyl7,  when  compared  with  tliose  for 
Noveral>er,  1910,  show  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the  imports  into  tlie  United 
Kingdom,  and  in  the  value  ol  the  exports  of  the  produce  and  raanufac- 
tnres  of  the  United  Kingdom,  but  a  decrease  in  the  exports  of  foreign  and 
colonial  merchandise.  As  comj)ared  with  November,  191.5.  the  same  features 
*re  observed.

From  tliese  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  in  November,  1917,  the  imports 
showed  an  increase  in  value  of  23  4  per  cent,  as  compared  with  November, 
1916,  and  one  of  53‘3  per  cent,  over  the  figures  for  Novembe)-,  1916.  The 
value  of  the  exports  ol  the  produce  and  manufactures  of  the  United  King¬ 
dom  showed  an  increase  of  2'1  per  cent,  as  compared  with  November,  1916, 
and  of  21'7  per  cent,  over  the  corresponding  month  of  191.5,  whilst  the 
export.s  of  foreign  and  colonial  merchandise  showed  a  decrca.se  in  value  of 
47'6  per  cent,  as  compared  with  November,  1916,  and  one  of  ^  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  November,  191.5.

A  review  of  the  figures  in  (piaiterly  periods  shows  that  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1917  there  was  a  decline  of  about  CUll-.O  tO.  as  compared  with 
the  figures  for  the  corresponding  t>eri  id  of  1916.  Soft  goods,  cordage  and 
twines,  implements  and  machiner}',  painl.s,  colours,  and  varnishes,  as  well 
as  sfiirits,  all  showed  increa.-'es;  but  these  were  offset  by  decline.s  in  iron 
and  steel,  metal  manufactures,  and  vehicle.'^. 

When  the  quarter  ended  dOth  .lune  last  is  compared  with  the  corre.-»ponding 
])eriod  in  1916  a  total  decline  of  about  fc'l.yofi.O'H)  is  revealed,  the  falling-off 
in  the  imports  of  soft  goods  and  apparel  Iteing  re.sponsiblc  for  over  4<t  per 
cent,  of  the  total  decline.  The  heavy  stocks  accumulated  in  the  earlier 
jieriod  through  orders  being  filled  more  rapidly  than  was  anticipated  by  the 
buyers  explains  the  decline  to  some  extent.  The  metals  grouj)  (iron  and 
-steel,  implements  and  machinery,  and  metal  manufactures)  declined  by  over 
60  per  cent.,  while  there  was  a  falling-off  in  every  other  branch  of  trad**. 

Imports  from  other  British  Countries 

As  in  the  the  case  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  decline  in  the  imports  from 
other  British  countries  was  more  pronounced  in  the  period  April-Jnne  of 
the  current  j’ear  than  at  any  other.  When  the  figures  during  the  first  three 
months  of  this  year  are  comparefl  with  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year, 
a  total  net  decline  of  over  f300,000  is  noted,  of  which  about  UlOO.fXKl  repre¬ 
sented  gold  bullion  and  s|>ecie.  Implements  and  machinery,  iron  and  .steel, 
metal  manufactures,  jute  goods  (from  India),  fertilisers,  and  paper,  all  showed 
increases,  fuit  there  was  a  faliing-off  in  vehicles  (Canadian  motor  cars),  oils 
in  bulk,  and  rubber  goods. 

In  the  period  April-.Inne  of  this  year  the  total  decline  as  compared  with 
last  yiar’s  figures  amounted  to  almost  £*')< '0,tKX).  Here  again  a  large  sum  in 
bullion  (t:178  0()0)  included  in  last  year's  figures  explains  part  of  the  decrease, 
while  the  value  of  imports  of  rice  was  less  by  about  t237,00u.  Implements 
and  macfiinery,  iron  and  steel,  and  metal  manufactures  all  showed  decreases, 
as  well  as  jute  goods  and  vehicles.

As  regards  imports  from  the  United  State®,  the  total  net  incroaeie  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  current  year,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year,  amounted  to  over  £BX),0CM>.

Imports  from  Japan. 

As  has  been  indicated  in  the  general  table,  Japan  is  the  only  country 
whose  imports  into  the  (,’ommon wealth  showed  an  increase  duriiiR  the  first 
half  of  the  current  year  over  those  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1916,  but, 
as  will  be  seen  below,  the  increase  wa.s  confined  to  the  first  quarter.

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REGISTRATION  OF  BUSINESSES  IN  THE 
NETHERLANHS. 

Proposed  Institntioa  of  Comnercial  Register,  and  Reorganisation  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce. 

H.M.  Jlinister  at  The  Haiiue  reports,  under  date  19th  Nov'eml^r,  the 
introduction  into  the  States- Genf'ral  of  a  Hill  which  has  for  its  object  the 
institution  of  a  Commercial  Register  of  all  businesses  established  in  the 
Netherlands.  It  is  propo.sed  in  the  Hill  that  the  Register  should  be  kept  by 
the  Chaml)er.s  of  Commerce,  each  Chamber  registering  the  businesses  in  its 
own  district. 

Heretofore,  says  H.M  Minister,  Dutch  legislation  has  wot  laid  down 
regulations  regarding  the  mannor  in  which  it  can  be  ascer.'aiued  by  whom  a 
particular  class  of  hinsine.ss  is  carried  on,  the  legal  for.w  of  the  business,  and 
the  powers  of  the  niinagers  and  their  responsitiility.  Butin  view  of  what 
may  be  expected  on  the  eve  of  peace,  and  after  its  conclusion,  it  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  public  to  olitain  information  on  the  various  questions  that  are 
important  in  forming  a  judgment  about  enterprises.  For  it  is  anticipited 
that  new  business's  will  bo  founded  on  a  large  scale,  new  relations  entered 
into,  and  that,  in  general,  traffic  will  assume  gr.^at  proportions  ;  and  “  inferior 
elements”  may  utilise  the  revival  in  th '  business  diraiin  for  undesirable 
transactions. 

The  circumstances  expected  to  prevail  upon  the  termination  of  the  war 
will  also  render  it  imperative  for  the  representation  of  trade  and  industry  to 
be  reo rg. I nised.  Ttie  Netherlands  Government  consider  that  this  should  be 
held  in  view  when  regiil-iting  the  Commercial  Register,  as  in  their  opinion 
it  is  advisable  for  the  Register  to  be  kept  by  organisation*  of  traile  and 
industry. 

Hitherto  the  ri'ine.sentatioii  of  trade  an  1  industry  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  Clminliers  of  Commerce  and  Industry.  These  Chambers  are  lioards  con¬ 
stituted  by  Royal  Decree  at  the  request  of  a  .Municipality,  and  they  have 
an  advisory  cluracter.  The  memher.s  are  elected  by  heads  of  hii.siness 
enterfirises  and  by  persons  assimdated  thereto  in  a  particular  Municipality. 
I’he  Charahers  have  no  funds  other  than  those  which  the  Muni-dpality  graiitg 
to  them.  Inde  d,  the  Chambers  themselves  have  repeatedly  pointed  to  the 
desirability  of  reorganisation. 

The  Minister  of  .-\griculture.  Industry  and  Commerce  iiiteiuls  therefore 
to  take  steps  for  securing  a  niorg.inisatioii  of  those  bodies  in  such  a  manner 
that  wherever  trade  and  industry  are  estahlished  in  the  Netherlands  they 
will  he  represented  in  a  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  liulnstry  ;  aiwl  for  the 
abandonment  of  the  jiresont  system  whereby  such  a  CharnlM'r  is  only  con- 
stitntod  when  a  Municipality  takes  the  initiative.  If,  as  is  intended,  the 
keeping  of  the  Commercial  Register  is  entrusted  to  these  ('hambers.  and  the 
enterprise.s  registered  pay  a  small  annual  fee,  it  is  obvious  that  these  moneys 
should  lie  jiaid  to  the  Ciiaraber.  The.se  fees  would  l)e*ample  for  meeting 
their  e.vpenditiire.  Chamix'rs  of  Commerce  would,  more  iver.  acquire  a 
certain  amount  of  authority;  and  the  Commercial  Register  would  he  a 
factor  of  great  importance  For  their  reorganisation 

The  jirop osed  Register  will  lie  more  than  a  registration  of  business  names; 
it  will  lie  a  Register  of  all  businesses  in  the  Netherlands,  including  busi¬ 
nesses  of  aliens  and  foreign  corporations,  and  of  businesses  e.stablished 
abroad  which  have  branch  establishments  or  offices  in  the  Netherlands. 
The  Register  will  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

It  is  proposed  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  -oO  florins  (about  fl.s.  4d.  at  par 
exchange)  should  he  payable  for  registering  a  business,  and.  subsequently, 
an  annual  fee  of  10  florins  (about  T6s.  ^d.).  (D.C.I.  .'Ifl.irO). 
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GOODS  FOR  NEW  ZEALAND. 

Necessity  for  Carrying  Out  Instructions  as  to  Method  of  Despatch. 

H.M.  Trade  (/'ommissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr.  R.  W.  Dalton)  writes, 
under  date  2nd  Octobei-,  that  he  has  recently  received  complaints  from 
Dominion  firms  regardiiifi  the  failure  of  firms  in  the  United  Kingdom  to 
carry  out  shipping  instructions  in  connection  with  orders  sent  from  New 
Zealand.  He  instances  the  case  of  one  firm  in  the  Dominion  which  sent  a 
small  order  for  goods,  with  instructions  for  them  to  be  delivered  by  insured 
po.st.  Notwithstanding  these  instructions,  however,  the  goods  were  shipped. 
'I'he  firm  states  that  hall  the  goods  been  sent  by  post  the  charge  would  have 
amounted  to  about  28  per  cent,  on  first  cost,  whereas,  sent  as  cargo,  the 
freight  worked  out  at  per  cent,  on  first  cost.  Mr.  Dalton  sugge.>-ts  that 
the  attention  of  United  Kingdom  firms  should  be  directed  to  the  importance 
of  abiding  by  instructions,  especially  when  they  provide  for  the  despatch  of 
goods  b}-  parcels  post,  rather  than  by  ordinary  freight.  (D.C.I.  57,806.) 


RECENT  LEGISLATION  IN  P.RITISH  GUIANA. 

Enemy  Property  Ordinance,  1917. 

The  “  Official  Gazette”  of  British  Guiana  of  13th  October  publishes  the 
text  of  an  Ordinance  (No  ID  of  l!)17i  to  regulate  the  administration  and 
disposition  of  enemy  property.  This  Ordinance,  which  may  be  cited  as  the 
“Enemy  Property  Ordinance.  1017,”  provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  Governor 
may  appoint  tlie  Public  Trustee,  or  .some  other  person,  to  act  as  custodian  of 
enemy  property  for  British  Guiana,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving,  holding, 
preserving,  and  dealing  with  such  property  as  may  be  paid  to  or  vested  in 
him  in  pursuance  of  this  Ordinance. 

Companies  (Consolidation)  Ordinance,  1913,  Amendment  Ordinance,  1917 

The  same  issue  of  the  above-men tioneil  “  Gazette  ”  publishes  the  text  of  an 
Ordinance  (No.  15  of  lhl7)  to  amend  the  Companies  (Consolidation)  Ordi¬ 
nance,  1913  'I'his  ( •rdinance,  which  may  be  cite<l  as  the  Companie.s  (Consoli¬ 
dation;  Ordinance.  1913,  Amendment  Onlinance,  1917,  deals,  inter  alia,  with 
the  powers  of  the  liquidator  in  a  winding  up  by  the  Court,  meetings  of 
creditors,  avoidance  of  transfers,  etc.,  after  commencement  of  winding  up; 
and  the  rights  of  British  and  non-British  com[)anies  to  hold  land.

FIRE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES  IN  THE  STRAITS 
SETT  [.EM  ENTS. 

The  “Straits  Settlements  Government  Gazette”  of  12th  October  publishes 
the  text  of  an  Ordinance  (No.  25  of  1917;,  assented  to  by  the  Governor  on 
oth  October,  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  fire  itisurance  companies.  This 
Ordinance,  which  may  be  cited  as  the  “  Eire  Insurance  Companies’  Ordi¬ 
nance,  1917,”  providts,  inter  aha,  that  every  fire  ii'Siirance  company  in  the 
Straits  Settlements  shall  de|»osit  with  the  .Vccountant-General  securities  to  the 
value  of  100.900  dols.  Straits  currency  (about  fl  1,60(0.  Fire  insurance  com¬ 
panies  which  have  made  adeposit  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  exemtit  from  this 
provision.  Schedules  to  the  Ordinance  show  the  form  in  which  the  revenue 
and  profit  and  loss  accounts  and  balance  sheet  are  to  be  kept.

Collectors  of  Customs  are,  therefore,  instructed 
not  to  deliver  fire  arms  to  any  importer,  other  than  a  recognised  dealer, 
without  a  jiermit  from  an  officer  authorised  to  i'^sue  such  permits.  Provided 
that  fire  arms  sent  out  for  repairs  and  returned  may  be  delivered  when  the 
Customs  Officer  is  satisfied  as  to  the  standing  of  tlie  importer.

(e)  motor  cars  and  traction  engines  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Trade  and  Customs  to  be  constructed  and  adapted 
for  use,  and  intemdod  to  be  n.sed  solely,  as  motor  omnibuses  or  motor 
ambulances,  or  in  connection  with  the  conveyance  of  goods  or 
burden  in  the  course  of  trade  or  agriculture,  or  as  road  rollers, 
road  sprinklers,  or  fire  engines  or  otherwise  for  the  purposes  of  a 
Government  Department  or  a  Sanitary  Board  ; 

(/)  chassis,  component  parts  and  accessories  so  proved  to  be  intended  to 
be  used  solely  for  an.}'  such  motor  cars  or  traction  engines  as  are 
referred  to  in  paragraph  (e).

“  For  every  ves.sel  having  a  complete  deck  or  an  engine  and  entering  a 
port  in  Iceland,  or  being  fitted  out  from  the  countr}',  ligfit  dues  are  f>a\able 
at  the  rate  of  40  ore  j)er  ton  of  the  ship’s  tonnage  (net  registeied),  one-half 
and  anj’  larger  fraction  of  a  ton  being  counted  as  a  whole  ton,  any  smaller 
fraction  being  dropped.  Pleasure  shifis  carrying  no  cargo  for  payment,  only 
jias'SHigers.  shall  pa\’  15  iire  per  ton  in  light  dues. 

“  W'arshijis  and  ve.s.sels  seeking  harbour  in  distress,  and  which  do  not  ship 
any  cargo  from  ashore  or  from  other  ves.sels  nor  land  or  tranship  any  cargo, 
are  exempted  from  this  due.  provided  it  be  proved  by  a  marine  enpuiry  or 
b}'  some  other  legal  proof  that  they  have  been  in  distress  through  collision 
or  sea  damage,  through  illness,  shifting  of  the  cargo,  or  through  war. 

“  Light  dues  are  payable  on  each  entry  of  the  vessel  from  abroad  at  the 
first  |)ort  entered.  N’essels  which  are  employed  in  the  coasting  trade  only, 
or  in  fishing  openitions  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  pay  light  lines 
once  a  )ear,  not  less  than  6  kroner.  .Annual  dues  shall  be  paid  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fishing  season  at  the  port  of  registry. 

“'I'he  Government  of  Iceland  are  authorised  to  negotiate  with  Govern¬ 
ments  of  foreign  countries  regarding  the  light  dues  payable  by  their  fishing 
vessels  when  fishing  off  this  country. 

“Section  2. — By  this  Law  the  Law  No.  52  of  lOth  November,  19KI, 
concerning  modification  of  Section  1  of  the  Law  on  light  dues  of  11th  July, 
1911,  is  repealed. 

“  Section  J. — This  Law'  comes  into  force  on  1st  Januarv,  1918.”

The  Department  of  Overseas  Trade  is  informed  by  the  United  States 
('onsul-General  in  London  that  the  War  Trade  Board, 
Washington,  in  accordance  with  the  request  made  by 
the  United  States  Shipfiing  Board  and  by  the  Navy 
Department,  has  instructed  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  E.\port  Licences  not  to  grant  licences  for  any 
proposed  shipments  by  sailing  vessels  going  through  the  war  zone.  It  is,  of 
course,  obvious  that  steamers  csin  navigate  the  war  zone  with  less  danger 
than  slow'  sailing  craft;  and  sailing  vessels,  if  used  in  safer  waters,  would  to 
an  extent  release  steam  vessels  now  used  in  such  waters.  The  attention  of 
shippers  is  therefore  called  to  the  fact  that  clearance  will  be  refused  to 
sailing  vessels  destined  to  proceed  through  the  war  zone,  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  the  goods  themselves  may  have  already  been  licensed.  Licences 
will  be  granteil  in  the  future  for  shipments  to  European  countries  only  on 
condition  that  the  goods  are  to  be  shipjied  by  some  vessel  other  than  a  sailing 
vessel.  1  he  Board  will  revoke  licences  covering  goods  to  be  shipped  through 
the  war  zone  if  any  shipper  attempts  to  ship  them  by  sailing  vessels.

Kirin-Changchun  Railway  was  concluded  on  13th  October  lietween  the 
Chinese  Government  and  the  Company.  The  amount  of  the  loan  is 
6,500,000  yen,  but  from  this  amount  1,980,000  yen,  representing  approxi¬ 
mately  the  unredeemed  balance  of  an  earlier  loan,  has  been  deducted.  In 
addition  a  discount  of  9'50  yen  jier  cent,  was  charged.  The  loan  is  for  a 
period  of  30  years,  the  security  for  its  refiayment  being  the  revenues 
and  properties  of  the  line.  Interest  is  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent. 
Arrangements  were  made  to  pay  over  the  loan  in  Tokio  on  22nd  November. 
Administration  will  be  vested  nominally  in  the  Chinese  Government, 
which  will  appoint  a  Chine.se  chief  of  the  railway,  but  the  actual  manage¬ 
ment  will  be  entrusted  to  the  South  Manchuria  Railway  Company  as  from 
1st  January  next,  and  will  remain  with  the  Company  until  the  loan  has  been 
repaid.  T'he  Company  is  to  receive  20  per  cent,  of  the  net  jirofits  for  its 
•services. 

The  questions  of  through  traffic,  joint  use  of  the  Changchun  station,  con¬ 
struction  work,  etc.,  are  to  be  made  the  subject  of  special  arrangements.

Tlie  linpeiial  'I’riide  Ccirespondent  at  Toronto  (Mr.  F.  W.  Field)  reports. 

under  date  'J^nd  (October,  that  the  Ontario  Hydro- 
Electric  Power  Commission  has  now  in  hand  i)re- 
parations  for  the  establishment  of  an  extensive 
electric  generating  ))lant  at  Chippewa  Creek,  near 
Niagara  Falls,  Ontario. 

The  Commission,  whicli  is  a  department  of  the  Ontario  Government,  is  at 
present  oidy  engaged  in  transmitting  electric  power  from  producing  com¬ 
panies  at  Niagara  Falls  to  customers  throughout  the  Province  who  take 
the  current  and  distribute  it.  With  the  establishment  of  the  generating 
plant  the  Commission  will  be  in  a  position  lx)th  to  generate  and  distribute 
power. 

It  is  first  prof)0.sed  to  construct  a  canal  between  Chij)pewa  Creek  and 
Oueenstowu,  Ontario,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  9,()( >b,(AH.(  dols.,  after  which  the 
power  liouse  will  be  built  and  the  plant  installed.  In  view  of  the  scarcity  of 
labour  and  other  considerations,  the  Commission  lias  decided  not  to  employ 
contractors,  but  will  purchase  the  ecpiipment  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work, 
and  will  undertake  the  construction  of  the  plant  as  a  public  enterprise.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  e(|uipment  is  1,(>»,(J00  dols.  Among  the  machinery 
and  materials  required  are  the  following:  cement,  concrete  mixers,  five 
chaiinelers,  twenty-five  drills,  jack  hammer  drills,  electric  hoists,  derricks, 
locomotive  cranes,  rubber  belting,  conveyors,  screens,  bins,  motors,  and  small 
rock  crushers  in  connection  with  rock  crushing  plant.  Some  of  this  equip¬ 
ment  has  already  been  purchased. 

The  Commission  will  probabl}*  be  the  largest  single  buyer  of  machinery 
and  plant  in  Ontario  for  some  years  to  come.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  also 
of  the  fact  that  strong  competition  will  have  to  be  faced,  it  will,  remarks 
Mr.  Field,  obviously  be  of  great  advantage  to  United  Kingdom  firms 
interested  in  the  matter  to  have  a  resident  agent  in  Toronto  (the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Commission)  in  order  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  developments. 
It  is  understood  that  tenders  are  not  likely  to  be  invited  for  any  of  the  plant 
required,  and  that  the  Commission  desires  to  purcha.se  the  best  type  of 
machiner}'  and  plant,  so  that  the  buying  to  some  extent  will  l)e  governed  by 
that  consideration.  (D.C.I.  .^3,965.)

From  the  nature  of  the  mineral,  it  is  not  apt  to  show  prominently 
on  the  outcrop,  .so  that  it  is  necessary  to  blow  off  the  surface  in  order  to  get 
a  proper  idea  of  the  mnly-bdenite  content.  In  this  connection  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  invariably,  where  work  has  been  done  on  the  vein.s,  the  showings  of 
mol3’bdenite  have  been  much  lietter  than  would  be  judged  possible  from  exami-

nivtions  of  the  outcrops.  Owing  to  the  manner  of  occurrence  of  the  mineral 
and  its  tendency  to  irregular  distribution,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  judge  of 
the  mineral  content  of  the  ore,  as  seen  on  the  dum|)s  or  in  the  excavations. 
It  was  judged  from  a  hasty  inspection  of  these  that  the  molybdenite  content 
in  most  cases  would  be  measured  in  tenths  of  one  per  cent.  Sampling  for 
analysis  is  almost  impossible  witliout  excavating  and  crushing  on  a  large 
scale.  It  can  be  said,  however,  that  molybdenite  is  fairly  generally 
distributed  throughout  the  pegmatities,  and  so  far  as  can  be  judged  from 
excavations  ah’oady  made,  in  <|uantities  sufficient  at  least  to  encourage 
further  development  and  prospecting  on  the  properties  already  staked,  and 
in  other  parts  of  the  district.  57,1334.)

_  Most  of  the  fall  wheat  will  enter  the  winter  with  a  good  top,  but  some  has 
been  sown  rather  late,  and  there  has  i)eeti  but  little  October  growth. 
Fotatces  on  the  whole  will  be  a  fairly  good  crop,  both  as  to  yield  and  quality. 
'I’hey  have  done  remarkably  well  in  the  Fort  William  and  some  other  districts 
of  Xorthern  Ontario.  The  Durham  county  representative  states  that  thi.s 
season  l  as  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  many  farmers  that  spraying  with 
Bordeau.v  mi.xture  will  coiitrol  the  potato  blight.  Some  mangels,  turnips, 
and  sugar  beets  have  been  pulled,  and  are  generally  must  satisfactory.
